In 1850, he again won the Surrey medal. In August, the same year, was 
beaten by F, E. Beckwith, for a vase of fruit, given by Mr. Morton, Canterbury 
Hall. In this match, Walker laboured under a disadvantage, an accident to his 
wrist preventing him from going into the water for three. weeks prior to the 
match. Unable to find further business in swimming, Walker commenced 
boat-rowing, and, in his new sphere, soon exhibited his handiwork. His first 
race taking place in 1851, when he beat ©, Morton for £10, from Vauxhall- 
bridge to Wandsworth; and in the same year, beat F. Stanley, over the same 
course, fora similar sum. In August, he won a silver oar, given by the Thames 
Unity Club. In 1852, rowed two skiff matches with W. Sanderson, winning 
both, distance from Wandsworth to Lambeth ; and, over the same ground, was 
beaten by 'T. Richardson for a small stake. In August, with W. Lock, won the 
pair-oared race at Wentzell Regatta, for silver oars, In 1853, was beaten by 
Thomas Young, in a swimming match, for £10, at the Holborn Baths. Young, 
the week after, winning the Championship Gold Medal, defeating F. KE. 
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MR. JAMES BAKE, THE MANCHESTER SPORTING CELEBRITY. 
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Beckwith, G. Pewtres, O. Straidman, and H. Leverall. In 1855, with W 
Sanderson, won the Tradesmen’s Cup, pair-oar race, at the Thames Nationa 
Regatta. In 1856, with Thomas Richardson, again won the Tradesmen's Cup, 
at the Thames Regatta. In 1857, with R. Bain, G. Saltor, and T, Richardson, 
at Antwerp, rowed second in four-oared race, open to all nations. The winning 
crews being Londoners; also, viz.—S, Saltor, Tom White, H. White, and F, 
Ralph, Fouling lost Walker's crew tho prize, Tho same year, with T. Sut. 
cliffe, won the Silyer Cup at Wentzell Regatta. In 1858, with Blinco, 
beaten in a double scullers race, by R. Bainand J, Lawronce, from Westminster 
to Wandsworth. Tho same year, rowed second in the Wandsworth crew, to 
the Clasper's, of Neweastle, for the £100 prize, at the Thames National 
Regatta, In 1859, with G. Jones, won the silver cup at the Wentzell Regatta, 
Walker concluding his boating career by winning a beautiful gold ring, given 
by Mr. Morton, Canterbury Hall. September 16, same year, swam I. Ek. Beck- 
with, for the ger tas of England and £60, from Hammersmith to 
Putney, losing by 20 yds. eckiith performing the distance in 29min. In 
7 1860, at Manchester, beat an Unknown, for 
£10, at Mayfleld Baths; and on the Tyne, 
against W. Boddy, of- Gateshead, in a 
£100 match, distance one mile, won 
fan easy contest by 100 yds. This was 
the finishing stroke in Walker's career, 
and few professionals can excel him 
in matches contested for and won. Ag 
the illustration shows, the various 
medals, cups and oars are gratifying 
emblems of victory, and in desion nearly 
matchless for beauty and artistic work. 
manship. The two front eups, on pedestal, 
were carried off at the ThamesRegatta, the 
two in the rear at Wentzell's Regatta, 
The gold medal, in case, between the two 
latter, being a gift to Mr. Walker by his 
Neweastle pupils and presented at Mr. 
James H. Baird's, Star Hotel, Northumber- 
land-street, in 1862. This is one of tho 
best proofs of the professor's professional 
abilities, and in itself ought to be the 
password to progress. The medals on 
breast were all won in swimming contests, 
the centre being the frst disputed for at 
Lambeth Baths, and won when a child. 
The above is a complete and authentic 
record of Mr, Walker's engagements, and he 
requires no better praise than the rophies 
themselves to set our readers at reston the 
score of merit.

to ba, so that visitors to Islington may know how to judge for them- 
selves. The dlack-and-tan ought to haye a foot, which in itself may 
truly be called beautiful, as most of them are, with ‘ pencilled toes” as 
the Fancy have it, and nails as black as jet. So distinguishing are the 
colours that they are unmistakeable, the tan being a rich, dark brown ; 
black running from the shin, as it were, in the forelegs. There should 
be, and is, in the perfect strain, tan on the point of the shoulder, cross- 
wise, as on the dewlap, so strictly to speak; tan on each cheek, a tan 
spot on each temple, near the eyo; @ tan mark just before the eyes, 
between the ton of the nose; the tan must be between the thighs; 
end all this tan amounts to scarcely anytsing, for the rest of the skin 
snould be a beautiful bright black. Now, the only one coming up to 
this standard we ever saw is unfortunately not a live one; but any 
one wishing to see the real thing, and may be journeying to Greenwich, 
would do well to callin at Mr. W. Ward’s, opposite Penn’s factory, and 
the most perfect animal ever scen will be shown to the visitor. It_is 
well preserved. The worthy owner, Mr. John Auckland, repeatedly 
refused almost fabulous prices for it before its death, We have been 
rather diffuse in the description of this little favourite, the ‘ black-and~ 
tan toy,” inasmuch as he is the ‘Pet of the Fancy.” 


The Bulldog —This animal, if really pure in breed, would seem 
almost to divide the honours with the mastiff in the claim to be consi- 
dered truly English. ‘Che points of a well-bred bulldog, if properly 
judged, are, that the head should be round, the skull high, and great 
width between the eyes, ney lips, the forehead well sunk between the 
eyes, the ears semi-eretvt, small and well-placed on the top of the head, 
rather close together than otherwise; very short from the foot to the foot- 
joint; a turn-up nose, and muzzle short, well furnished with lip; his 

ack should be short, well arched towards the stern, which should be 
fine and of moderate length; the tail, a great point, must be a “ hang- 
down,” for a “cock-up” one would at once disqualify, thick at the 
root, tapering to a fine point; the coat should be fine, although 
some of our best strains are woolly coated; the chest should be deep 
and broad, legs strong and muscular, the foot narrow and well split up, 
like a hare’s. Tho “ancy” seem to be very partial to this animal, but 
‘we must state that the scores of so-called dogs, which we see led about 
in slips by men, whom it would appear have been punished for some 
dreadful crime, and condemned to be chained to so ugly a cur as many 
a gentleman fancier would attempt to foist on the unwary, is not the 
good old English bulldog—-the noble animal, who, with all his faults, 
to quote a most celebrated author, “is not only the most courageous 
dog, but the most courageous animal in the world.” ‘These men put 
us in mind of a poor fellow in India, to whom a friend once gave an 
alta as the story goes, which the authorities would not allow him 
to kill, even if he had been able to do so, which nobody would buy, so 
he could not sell it, These poor brutes led about in slips are not bull- 
dogs. et visitors to the Agricultural Hall look at Mr. W. George's 
dog Dan, or Mr, James Ferriman's Cribb, or Mike Lee's brindled-pied 
bitch, if they should be‘exhibited, and they will see the pure animals.

The latter, a8 is well known, exceeds in speed all others of the canine 
species, and his proper points (which e Bally apply to the tiny Italian 
importation) were well described by Wynkyn 
centuries ago, in 1496, to be

The battle was right gallantly contested, in & general point of view, alihough 
there were many instances In which Jackson unquestionable exercised a foxy 
species of policy, and of a vority, shirked moeting his man by what we ever 
term a fair stand-up fight, according to articles. This style of doing business 
does not, to our idea, redound to the credit of any gladiator of the Ring, and 
is, strictly speaking, another instance of the wily manouvring of the modera 
school, against the unflinching perseverance of those Indomitable men who 
displayed their prowess socommendubly in the past palmy days of the ring. 
He certainly tried all he knew, but ho signally failed in his task, aud was 
dreadfully punished — both eyes being nearly up, his cheeks cut, and his 
mouth and ears swollen, Ho will uever enter the ring again, Ryall, 
to our idea, was inferior to ha day when he met Goss, and into all thia was not 
in such good trim os he might. have been if he had allowed himself and 
trainer more time for preparation. Yet we, nevertheless, had not the slightest 
possible doubt as to his winning, although there was certainly @ turn in the 
tight, when it was conjectured by many that Jackson would bring off the match 
inacanter, Appearances in this respect were in this, as a rnany other cases, 
deceitful, and Hyall won after a sheer game battle, which reflects great credit 
upon both him and his trainer.
